FLIES OVER LAND and sea on 
cushion of air. Britain’s "Hover¬ 
craft’*—a wonder machine that is 
neither ship nor plane but rides on 
an artificially created cushion of 
air—made its first public flight re¬ 
cently at East Cowes, Isle of 
Wight, when it was demonstrated 
to British pressmen. 

Known as the “SR—N1 Hover¬ 
craft” the experimental machine 
—British invented, British design¬ 
ed and British built—flew for¬ 
wards, sideways and backwards 
only 15 inches above the land and 
above sea. In this picture the 
“Hovercraft” is seen as it Is put 
through its paces at East Cowes 
by chief test pilot Peter Lamb of 
the Saunders - Roe Company. 
Carrying an observer and two 
mechanics, the oval-shaped craft 
weighing nearly four tons is seen 
above the ground supported by its 
cushion of air. Underneath the 
craft in the background are seen 
the feet and legs of some of the 
spectators who witnessed the craft 
make its historic flight. (Below) 
On its flight over the sea the 
Hovercraft is dwarfed by the liner 
Queen Mary, as in a cloud of spray 
it glides smoothly across the 
Solent. 

The Hoverfract, powered by a 
450 horsepower Alvis "Leonides" 
engine mounted in the centre duct 
of the craft, drives a fan which 
provides the cushion of air to sup¬ 
port the craft. The lift principal of

Action Sought By Fish-Game 

For years it has become more and more evident 
to all who hunt, travel or farm in the county, that a 
full time, government appointed game officer is need¬ 
ed in this area. 

The Vulcan and District Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion are going to take this problem to the Provincial 
Government. This was decided at an executive meet¬ 
ing of the body held last week. 

A letter has been drafted outlining the situation 
as it has developed through the years, pointing out 
the increased water area and its resultant increase 
in game bird population and the serious proportions 
which the violation of the game act have reached. 

As is possibly the case in all bird population areas 
of the province game laws are broken before, during 
and after the season. The thought of the local organi¬ 
zation is that most other areas at least have game of¬ 
ficers either at their town or in close enough proxi¬ 
mity to control infractions to a degree. Vulcan county 
is served by officers Fred Aastrup of High River and 
Bill Bell of Claresholm, both of whom, it is felt, have 
in their own areas more coverage to extend than is 
physically possible. 

*>* With such a described situation existing here the 
offender can be fairly sure of escaping detection ex¬ 
cept from farmers or passersby who are very seldom 
able to convict the quilty partly because of lack of 
evidence. 

Local and out-of-town hunters have been among 
those attached to stories of culprits caught in the act 
of shooting pheasant or partridge out of season, or 
exceeding bag limits and other offences. 

From stories circulating, the cases of infractions 
become more obvious and plentiful each year. One re¬ 
cent example tells of a local man driving his truck in 
the country before pheasant season opened who came 
upon a hunter walking a ditch, just as he had flushed 
a bird. On seeing the truck the hunter dropped his gun 
and lay in the ditch, hoping to escape unseen from the 
cab. , 

Other local and district organizations have been 
stumping for a game officer for the Vulcan area for 
years and their support will be solicited by the Fish 
and Game Association. 


Hope For Bow River 

The Bow River has its source in the icefields on, 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains. It’s clear 
waters follow a swift course down the valleys, to the 
city of Calgary. 

For many years Calgary has contaminated this 
river of fresh mountain water by dumping raw sew¬ 
age into the stream. Protests from downstream 
farmers, villages and towns and sportsmen went un¬ 
heeded. Six years ago the provincial board of health 
ordered the city to stop polluting the river. 

The information is now forthcoming that the city 
has spent $3,000,000 on sewage disposal plants. By 
1960 the dumping of raw sewage into the river wdll 
cease. 

Strange to relate, it seems that the protests of 
fishermen seems to have been more effective than the 
protests of people on farms and in villages and towns 
on the downstream of the river.
